there is a certain amount of truth in 
this. 
The southern wliites are not in

they 
scarcely 
recog- 
nize the 
common humanity of 
the 
negroes with themselves. 
A. negro 
man is only a boy to them, no matter 
how old; a negro woman is only 
a 
wench. 
As the blacks get some edu- 
cation they feel the ofifensiveness of 
this, although it is not offensively 
meant in general. 
It is goiiig to be 
agieat inconvenience to us in 
the 
planting states, this exodus business, 
but I guess it i^ inevitable. 
Men are 
like cabbages—they do better for be- 
ing transplanted—and if the negro is 
to become a respecable and respected 
citizen he will have to leave 
the 
country where he was a slave—to go 
north where no one has ever known 
him except as a free man. 


Prof. Smart. 


The following Evansville dispatch 
is printed in the Cincinnati Enquirer 
of Dec. 24th: 


"At a meeting of the school boaird 
last evening, Prof. James H. Smart, 
present superintendent of public in- 
struction, was elected to fill the cfflce 
of superintendent of the 
Evansville 
city 
schools. 
The action of 
the 
members of the board, who are all 
republicans, in appointing Professor 
Smart, when there were many of 
their own political proclivities aspir- 
ing to the position, has caused consid- 
erable comment. 
Satisfactory results 
will, however, unquestionably follow. 
Prof. Smart is an experienced educa- 
tor, and possesses a national reputa- 
tion, both for his literary and execu- 
tive abilities." 


For easing the minds of our repub- 
lican friends in Evansville, we feel 
called on to say that Mr. Smart is 
hardly democrat 
enough to 
hurt. 
His democracy is of the mildest pos- 
sible type, and he was nominated 
from this county not so much for his 
political opinions as for his "points" as 
an educator. 


THE most distressing, not to say 
horrible, case of death from destitu- 
tion, is that of the twins who were 
froaen in bed in the mother's pres- 
ence, at New Albany, for want of 
sufficient covering, while the father 
was absent in search of employment.

reduced. 
Doubtless the poor mother 
hated to beg, and hoped to maintain 
thejterrible struggle until employment 
was found, and some food, nourish- 
ment and warmth thereby secured ;but 
it was a mistake. 
Intense cold came 
too suddenly for retrieving miscalcula- 
ted hope,and.with it the sad and sick- 
ening result we have stated.

sult and-Governor Holliday was elect- 
ed without opposition. The situation 
is 
now 
a 
very 
diflerent 
one. 
The 
repudiation 
faction is 
separ- 
ately organized, and with the aid 
of 
the 
republicans, 
has 
chosen 
a United States senator. 
There is no 
doubt whatever that the repudiation 
party, which is looking to Senator Ma- 
hone to accomplish great things under 
the Ghirfield administration, will put 
its own candidates for state officers in 
the field. Their present effort is to 
secure the co-operation of the repub- 
licans, and there are some indications 
that they wiU inceeed. 
The figures 
of the late election afford a bans of 
calculation tooonyince both there- 


pudiators and the republican* that 
neither can aucceéd with a ticket of 
its own, but combined on nominations 
which will unite the strength of 
each the regular democratic organiza- 
tion can be beaten. 
In two or three 
of the counties preliminary steps for 
a combination have already 
been 
taken, the republicans pretty generally 
agreeing that it is impossible for.them 
to elect a governor on their own ac- 
count. 
The purpose is to break up 
the democratic organization in 
Vir- 
ginia and give the republicans an ad- 
vantage in the rearrangement of par- 
ties. 
Whether it can succeed or not 
will in some measure depend upon 
the policy of the Garfield administra- 
tion.—Philadelphia Times.

Relating to and Regrulatinsr 
Sales by Public Auction 
in the Oity of Fort 
Wayne. 


SECTION 
1. 
Be it 
ordained 
by 
the Common Counctll of the City 
of Fort 
Wayne. 
That 
all sale'» 
of 
property 
at 
public 
auction, 
except 
such as are made 
by virtue ' f legal 
process, within the city of Fort Wayne, 
shall be made by a licensed auctioneer or 
his authorized agent, who shall first have 
obtained a license under the hand of the 
mayor, countersigned by the clerk, and 
shall have executed to the city a bond 
with security tn the satisfaction of the 
mayor, in the penal hum of fi e thousand 
dollars, conditioned for the faithful per- 
formance of HII his duties as an auc- 
tioneer, and for a compliance with the 
provisions imposed by this and all ether 
subsequent ordinances of the city. 


SEC. 2 
All aoplications for license as 
auctioneer shall be made in writing to 
th»i mayor, setting lorth the name of the 
applicant as welt a,s the iiame of his se- 
curity. 


SEC. 3. E «. ery auctioneer permanently 
doing buslne sin the city, shall monthly, 
and every aaciioaeer temporally doing 
business in 
he city, shalt weeteiy flie 
wl!h the mayor of said city a ful! snd 
It emized statement of their sales, with the 
amount received therefor, which state- 
ment shall be verified by aílSdavít, and 
here ui on pay into the oity treasury for 
tlie use of said city the «am of two per 
cent, upon such sales. 


.SKC 4. A ny person who • hall sell or at- 
tempt to sell at public auction in said 
city any proi erty whatever (except by 
virtue o( legal process,) wltlxout having a 
license as above required, ^^hall forfeit and 
pay a fine to the city o/ Fo¡ t Wavne of 
nor less than one dollar nor more than 
one hundred lollars. 


Sec 5. It shall be unlawful for any per- 
son to sell at public auction upon the 
Streets, alleys or commons of the city, un- 
l<-s.«!snch person is a licensed auctioneer, 
M-it'iout the written permission of the 
Mayor. 


8ec. 6. It shall be the duty of every auc- 
tioneer who shal offer for sale any w^ tch, 
plate or Jewelry of any «tind to announce 
to the persona present in a loud vol- e 
whether the same be gold or gold-pla e, 
silver or silver-plate, or base metal, before 
proreedlDg to cell the same. 


Sec. 7. The purchaser at -m anction sale 
of any article shail have the right to re 
tu n it to the auctioneer at any time with- 
in five days from the day of sale, if th« 
same benot of the onality lepre^entedj 
and It shall be the duty of the.vuctioneer 
to return to the purchaser the price of the 
article paid. 


SREC.S, Any person who shall violate 
any provision of th's ordinance shall, 
upon convi' tlon forfeit and pay a fine to 
the city of Port Wayne of not lass than 
one dollar nor more than one hundred 
do)la< s.
